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JOURNDLYINGS OF THE JUNIOR, 


On Monday, Apr. 26, I left Lyons 
for Marion, stopping off for a few 
hours ab McPherson, and getting in- 
to Marion latein the evening. It 
was upon a beautiful landscape that 
T opened my eyes on Tuesday morns 
ing. The rocky-walled und tree- 
fringed valley of Muddy creek pre- 
sented such n striking contrast to 
the sere prairie wastes of western 
Kansas,—~for vegetation in Marion 
county was then fully ten days in 
advance of that of the “horder 
lands.” The early flowers were 
bursting into bloom and the birds 
were caroling their most joyful lays. 
Marion enjoys the distinction of be- 
ing one of the two prettiest towns 
in Kansas, the other being Valley 
Falls, i 

Here I found Taylor Riddle, Mrs. 
G. R. Doster, J. II. Costello. and R. 
II. Baker. It is very restful to find 
a business mun who does not whis- 
per his Freethought principles, who 
uas in him a portion of the sterling 
manhvod that dares be true to truth 
and justice, let come what may. 

Late in the nfternoon of Tuesday 
I went to Hillsboro, the second sta- 
tion west of Marion, situated in the 
midst of a most fertile tract of 
prairie land. The town andthe sure 
rounding country is largely popu- 
lated by Russian Mennonites, among 
whom Freethought makes slow pro- 
gress.

selling at from 8850 to 81000 per 
acre, A population of from 20,000 
to 22,000 is now claimed, and with 
good reason, I should judge. Situ- 
ated upon an almost level tract of 
land Wichita is yet a pleasant 
city, tor it is- completely embower: 
ed in trees. It might appropriately 
be called the “Cottonwood City,” 
but its citizens havo a fashion ol 
calling it the “Queen City.” Spite 
of our boasted “republican simpli- 
city,” the people of this country 
scem to have a great penchant for 
names and titles lerrowed from 
the age of rayal prerogative, 

There aro quite a large number 
of Liberals in Wichita, and some 
who call themselves Liberals, but 
who are sally lacking in the qual - 
ities necessary to make them such.

‘The 
gentleman in his zeal against tho 
excessive violence of some, So- 
cialistis agitators showld not forget 
that ono extreme produces another, 
and hence ho should not be sur- 
prised to see spring into rampant 
growth on Wichita soil the trec of 
State Socialism, for gambling in 
the gratnities of naturo by ono

No, 
of coursonote Sorrow and joy como of 
observing oventa that mako against or 
for what wo deairo, I want knowledge 
and rociprocity to proyuil, that wo muy 
get out of the pit of oppression. This 
is tho manifestation of mygolf. It is in- 
chination, not duty or conscionco. 


To constitute n umon of roclprocating 
individuals thoy must bo real, self-cou- 
scious ogos, I do not moan hogs, but I 
do moun toany that the idea of moral 
obligation, conscience, or’ duty, giving 
a lnw or rulo of conduct from n sorco 
outside of the individual and dominating 
him by a “moral idon’—ne that “ho ought 
to do. what is against, his inclination and _ 
bo ought to refrain from domg’ what 18 
bis inclination’--is oasentially rollaions, 
n limitation of tho individual, n super- 
stition, and the last auporstition, It must 
go. It will go, and then, instoal of relying 
vainly npon “sonseionce” to induce ube 
normal human organisma to put n check 
por thomsolvos, you will find the check 
inthe other persone, whose wants and 
willa suall speodily compel good behave 
ior all round. Tho integrity of the unit, 
with its law purely in its own constitu- 
tion, is the condition of an Intolligiblo 
seiontific rolationof units. 

Do kings abdicate voluntarily or do 
their subjects compel them?

WR: X OF CHICAGO, 


It is tlie part of Wisdom to profit 
by Experience, and the more bit- 
ter or more costly the experience the 
greater the reason for making the 
most of it, If such experiences as 
that of the collixion between police 
and Socialists at Chicago do not 
have the effect of opening our eyes 
to seme of the defects of our gov- 
erumental system then it would 
seem nothing will, We say de- 
fects; perhaps we should say vrers of 
our governmental — system—vices 
that inhere in the very constitution 
and frame-work of that system it- 
self; vices whore legitimate and 
necessary outgrowth is crime 
the crimes of murder and robbery, 


Last week we took occasion to 
condemn, in language not to be 
misunderstood, the methods of 
some of the Chicago »strikers.“ 
‘Now we proposo briefly to consider 
the causes thatled to the murder- 
ous affray, 

‘To begin with, we may say that 
1noranco of what true Liberty 
means and requires, on the one 
hand, and paternalism or patriarch- 
alisi in government, on the „ther 
—caused the rioting and blood- 
shed. Tho theory of our gover- 
ment is that all ‘are equal as to 
riglus—tliut we have no govern- 
ing classes, no rulers but the peo- 


plo themselyes--that our ofticera 
and legislators are our servants, 


not our masters. Bug the history 
of the American Governm nt, from 
Washington to Cleveland, gives the 
lio dircet to this rose-colored theory, 
We have our rulers, our ruling 
classes. our  aristocracies, our 
antoeracies (in tho bad sense.) our 
class-legislation and robbery of the 
many by the few—the same in kind 
if not yet in degree, as under the 
patriarchal governments of the old 
world. It is true our rulers are 
not hereditary asin tha old world, 
and itis true that to prevent the 
dangerous accumulation of wealth, 
(of money, lands etc.,) in the hands 
of n few men or families, ue 
abolished the law of primogeniture, 
But of what avail are all such 
puny precautions when we, or our 
fathers for us, have assumed the 
vight to charter corporations and to 
give them power to own and con- 
trol tho land and other natural 
bonnties? have given them control 
of commerce through ownership of 
thehighways and through the mon 
opoly of improved machinery--have 
given them power to tax their fel- 
low citizens thrangh tariffs or oms 
bargocs upon indastrics—in short, 
have given then power to own and 
control the legislatures, the ex- 
ceulives, and the judiciarics of the 
country in their own Interest, 


What has all this to do with tho 
Chicago trouble? Everything. Tho 
workingmen have for years scon 
that under the control of this privil- 
eged corporation system the United 
States of America—the micealled 
refuge for tho oppressed of all 
lands—was rapidly settling down to 
the dead level of European despot- 
isms. ‘They saw thatthe ballot had 
become a sham, a delusion, a fraud 
—that no matter how the officers 
were elected, or what party carried 
olf the honors the corporations al- 
ways carried off the “swag” that is, 
thu money power of Wall st, the 
Boards of ‘Frade of the great cities, 
ete, always owned anl con- 
trolled the government, ‘They 
saw that polities had become 
a trade, a profession, in which no 
man could expect to succeed un 
less lig devoted his whole time and 
energies to it, and chat this of nec- 
essity excluded the workingman. 
Men who have to toil ten to six 
teen hours per day for daily bread, 
have no time nor energy to devote 
to politics, even if they have tho 
dishonesty and meanness to descend 
to the ways of the professional 
politician. Practically cut off, there- 
tore, from any hope of relief or of 
justice from the political machine, 
and finding tho condition of the 
workers constantly growing more 
hopeless--from “combinations of 
capitalists and from fresh impor- 
tations of laborers—many thousands 
of these workingmen, not only in 
Chivago but in other cities, have 
united their forces and struck’! 
for increaso of wages--xomu of 
them fora reduction of the hours 
of labor. The right to quit work, 
lon giving due noticu or warning, 
liga rightthat no one will deny tothe 
laborer, Also the right ſo per 
sundo others to do tho same, pro- 
vided no intimidation or violence is 
used, will also bo conceded. But 


when it is remembered that the 
number of wage-workers is cone 
stantly on the increase, andthe de- 
mand for human muscle constantly 
on the decrease—relatively speak- 
ing at least—it is easily seen that 
the temptation to use force and in- 
timidation against non-union work- 
crs is very great. In fact this is 
just what might be expected from 
men and women brutalized by gen- 
erations of privation and of un- 
requited or half-requited toil, 


Then who or what is it that is 
chiefly responsible for the blood- 
shed in or near Chicago? Briefly 
stated, the facts seem to be some- 
thing like these: A large ont- 
door meeting of strikers and their 
sympathisers was in progress on 
the common adjoining the city. The 
speakers, though using strong lan- 
guage, were simply claiming and exer. 
cising the American’s right of free 
apeech, Some threats of violence 
against propertyholders and “scabs” 
were made by persons in the audi- 
ence, but these threats seem to 
havo been discouraged rather than 
encouraged by the speakers on the 
stand, At this juncture a company 
of police was marched into the 
crowd by an officer who, “in the 
name of the State ot Illinois,” 
commanded the assembly, 10 „dis- 
bers“ Juxt tien a pistol shot was 
heard, but by whom fired doer not 
appear from the reports. Then a 
dynamite bomb, by some unknown 
hand but with deadly effect, was 
thrown into the midst of the police, 
after which many shots from both 
sides were fired, and many persons 
killed or wounded, until at last the 
strikers were driven from, the 
ground, 


_ That the police behaved hero- 
ically after the explosion of the 
dynamite bomb, there can be but 
little doubt. But that they did 
wisely ju attempting to break up 
the mecting, is another question, 
If they had feared an attack upon 
the MeCormick property, was not 
that the place to station themselves? 


The command to “disperse” was 
made “in the name of the state of 
INinols’"—but who, or what, pray, 
is tho State of Illinois? Was not 
that mass meeting on the common 
a bart of the state of IIlinois? 
Where docs a state get its power, 
its right to disperse a crowd of 
citizens? Asan American we fail 
to find any rigbt except that which 
resides in the oitizen as an individ- 
ual. Does any citizen possess tho 
tight to disperse a mass mecting of 
other citizens who are assaulting the 
persop or property of no one? If 
io posesses no such right then he 
can delegate no such right 
to his agent or represintative, the 
Governor, And if the governor 
possesses no such right tho sheriff 
or police officer can have no such 
right. 


From all we can learn it would 
now seem that free speech! is on 
trial in Chicago, as well as the 
Socialistis strikers, He

I agree that con- 
science has commonly been domin- 
ated by superstition, but I do not 
think it necessarily synonymous 
with or a “relic” of superstition. 
Whatwe neel is not to get rid of 
conscience as a controlling force in 
human action but rather to properly 
educateit Let enlightened reason 
be its tutor instead of superstitious 
fear,then conscience will no longerbe 
n fuctor of evil—of oppression and of 
misery— but n most powerful engine 
to lift humanity to the higher levels, 
Asto “sorrow and joy,” I think I 
can truly say that my highest joy 
comes through the gratification of 
the “onght” principle, and my keen- 
vst pain through a knowledge of its 
defeatand outrage; nod therefore to 
sum mp the matter in few words 
would say, I could not get rid of cun- 
science if would, and certainly

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Does Government Foster Vice? 


Mr. Cuarnman anp Farenps:--“Some 
writors,” remarks a celebrated author, 
“haveso confounded society with gov- 
ernment as to leavo little or no distinc- 
tion between them; wheroas they are not 
only different but have different obliga- 
tions. Socioty is produced by our wants, 
und government by our wickedness; the, 
former promotes our happiness positives 
ly by uniting our affections, the lattor 
negatively by restraining our vices. M 
The ono encourages intercourse, the 
other crentes distinctions. The first is 
a patron, the last is a punisher, 

“Society in every state is n b'essing, but 
government even in its best state, is but 
anecessary evil; in its worst stato an 
intolerable one; for when we suffer, or 
uro oxposed to the same miseries by a 
government, which wo might expect in a 
country without government our ca- 
lamity is heightened by reflecting that 
we furnish the’means by which wo suf- 
fer.” 

That society isthe result of our wants; 
in overy statea blessing; and that il pro- 
motes our happiness positively by unit- 
ing our affections, I believe to be indis- 
putably true. But that government 
promotes happiness negatively by re- 
straining our vices, may, I think, be suc- 
cessfully refuted. 

That numbers of the human family 
haveinall times, shown vices that ought 
to have been restrained, is doubtless true 
onouglil. But has the means (govern- 
mont) omployed to restrain those vices, 
(admitting that to have been the purpose 
ut govornment) ever succceded in doin 
it? On tho contrary, has not governmer 4 
aggravated and increased vices? IN 
surely cannot be truthfully claimed that 
the first governments wero instituted to. 
restrain vices, since the first govertr? &. 
menta of which we have record, were 
composed of the most vicious individu- 
als of their times. Men who lived by 
robbery and murde; whose usurped au- 
thority to govern, in order to maintain 
and perpetunte their power to plunder, 
was submitted to only in consequence of 
the fearthoir acts excited. That those 
goveruments wero tho result of human 
wickodness, is true in the sense that 
robbery and murder are the resulta of 
wickedness, As they embodied all that 
was vicious themselves, it is a contradic- 
tion to say that they existed to restrain 
vices; for, as u ürst step to restrain vices, 
tha destruction of the governments 
themselves was indispensible, That tho 
first governors wore usurpere, and hence 
the first governments composed of 
usurpers, must bo admitted, That they 
usurped tho authority to govern, not 
Lecause society desired or roquired to 
be governed, but because those usurpers 
wanted to govern society in order to es- 
cape the responsibility of bearing their 
own burden through life, and to exist at 
the oxpenso ot others, must also bo ad- 
mitted, for it is (rne--the facts prove it. 
“In a state of natural liberty,“ saya the 
author I havo quoted, “society is the 
first human thought. A thousand motives 
will excito humanity thereto; the 
strength of one man is so wnoqual to his 
wante, and his mind so nuſitted to per- 
petnal solitude, that ho is soon obliged 
to seek assistance and relief of nnother; 
who in hig turn roquires the same, Four 
or five united would bo able to raison n 
tolerable dwelling in the midst of a wil. 2 
erness, but one man might lab t 
out the common period of life witht r 
accomplishing anything. When ho hat ` 
felled his timber, he could not remove it, 
nor erect it after it was removed: huu- 
ger in the meantime would urge him from

nocessity, like a gravitating power, forms 
humanity into society.” 

The fizat effect of the introduction of 
government in society was to retard ita 
progress and dovelopment, and to di- 
vert the attention of its members from 
peaceful pursuits, to resisting the en- 
croachments of the us trpers of authority 
upon their rights and liberties. Gov- 
ernments having their origin in wrong 
avdin a purpose to plunder, and all 
their practices naturally tending in that 
direction, the power thus exercised of 
compelling compliance to whatever 
standard, for whatever purpose, they 
choose to seb up, bad the effect in time 
to familiarize the minds of the poaple 
with principles of slavery and wrong 
to such an extent asto exclude any 
healthy understanding of thoso of 
liberty and right, eventually to render 
society and liberty subordinate to gov. 
ernment and slavery and to sink in ob- 
scurity tho real object of society, viz:, 
mutual assistance, without the surrender 
of natural liberty or rigut. That these 
results had the effect to aggravato rather 
than to restrain vice, it seems to mo is 
self-evident. ‘Che example set by those 
comprising government to exist without 
riving society avy jus} return for their 
living, was soon imitated by a number 
of others, who sought to do the same 
thing in agrent many other ways; and by 


dividing their plunder with government, 
secured its authority and sanction in 
furtherance of their schemes. When 
the support of this ever increasing 
class of loafers resulted in noutraliziug 
the benefits to be derived from society, 
and reduced tho workers or usoful 
people to a perpetual stato of poverty, 
they had become so accustomed to the 
presonce and influence of government 
that they could not seporate it from 


society in their minds, or consider the 
two apart, 

And whonover the conditions becamo 
unbearable and they rose in royolt, all 
their efforts were directed to reforming 
tho government, or removing it only to 
put it back again in a new form, 

This was tho condition of mind the 
people of this country were in n 100 
years ago when they threw off the 
British government. They set up an- 
other one. The only difference bejug 
that instead of having it made for them, 
thoy made it for themselves. Naturally 
the first nso they made of it was to keep 
a portion of the people in chattle 
slavery nt the samo timo that they (lo- 
elared that all men are born freo and 
equal, Ik they expected that il would 
maintain right and restrain vice sub- 
sequent events have shown how deluded 
they were. It has done nothing of the 
kind If they expected they woro found- 
ing a government eyen on majority rule, 
thoy wero mistaken. Torby using the 
power of government to grant and 
maintain privilege, they have enabled 
a small minority to control. Its 
authority has beon inveked to enable 
the fow to become passcesod of all the 
natural wealth—the lands, the mines, the 
forests, Individual right and liberty 
aro nothing under it. The individual 
enn neither exercise his right or liberty 
to do anything, except by the standarus 
which government creatos and main- 
tains. Ho must submit to these right or 
wrong, or be ernshed. Ifo can not 
evon exercise his labor in freedom. The 
land and all other raw material is re- 
moved as far from his reaclt by govern- 
mont act and statuto as if they wore at 
the north pole; and the cold stoel of 
tho bayonet backod by legal authority, 
confronts him it he dares. Evry stop 
toward freedom and progress is met by 
government iuterposing itself as a bar- 
rier, The useful people who, produce 
everything cannot consumo bocanse 
government maintains tho monne by 
which it is prevented. Is this restrain- 
ing vice? Is the fact that tho avernge 
oarnings of the wage workers in this 
country isa dollara day (a fact made 
possible by the extortions which govorn- 
ment legalizes.) calculated to restrain 
vico? Is the fact that a million of those 
wage, workers. whom commissioner 
Wright of the National Labor Bureau 
says have walked the country in idlo- 
ness since 1882, (anotbor fact made 
possible by the same power) calonlated 
to restrain vice? ls not monopoly, 
privilege, rents nud profits, which gov- 
ernment legalizes and maintains, the 
moans by which workers are kept in 
want? and does not waut tb tend 
to create vica? Would they continue 
to operate if the inforcing power of 
government was removed? IS the 
crowding of plundered humanity into 
the unwholesome tenements, in order 
to extort moro rent, calculated to re- 
strain vice? Is jt not educating the 
ebildren of the occupants,’ by contact 
with equalor and degradation, in crime 
from early infancy? Do they not in 


consequence grow up to become, among Por gnala at this oflive, 


other things, “hoodlums” ond corner 
lonfers? Is not their presence in socie- 
ty used as a pretext for continually in- 
creasing that equally vicious class—the 
police? It is snid that this government 
is the best on oarth, Is that intended as 
an assertion in favor of government? 
Or does it roeau that if this is the best 
there is not a redeeming quality in any 
ok them? It was said at the last meet- 
ing of this association, that tre cannot 


get along without government, Would C. T. E.“ 13 good and timely. 
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it not bo better to seriously consider, 
elre we erer to get along with it?

Let Us Diseriiminate, 

I would as sann live undor a despot- 
ism of capitalists as n despotism of 
laborers. Dospotism is despotism 
wherever it exists, by whomever 
exercised, It is difficult to choose 
between tho bad methods of Powderly 
und Irons, exezted in n goot cause, and 
the defensiblo methods of Jay Gould 
nnd the Missouri Pacifico exerted in a 
bad ono, As the cause has more perma- 
manent significance than the methods, 
the publichas extended its sympathy, 
in spite of their methods, towards the 
laborers, as against Jay Gould. 

But because we bnyo just cause su 
much the moro should wo lave correct 
methods. For the final triumph of the 
causo is synonymous with tho correcte 
ness of the means employed to accom- 
plish it. Ata time when men's minds 
are confused, or they aro ledon bya 
false hope of success, it is moro than a 
blunder, it is a crime, not to point out 
their short-comings. The only way a 
thing can bo settled is to bosettled right. 
Let us not bo elated or depressed. Na- 
ture is not perturbed, As intelli- 
gent beings lot us find the law, Those 
that are not for us are against us. Hew 
tothe line let the chips fall whero they 
may. Let us tell labor its faults. Let 
us give it n tonic, not an opiate, and wo 
shall lo fulfilling the law of nature 
upon usili, 

If liberty and equity can only liberate 
labor, then the present results of strikes 
and boycotts are directly opposed to 
liborty and equity. Tho Chinese“ the 
“Scab,” tho “rat,” ure denied the right 
of contract and even of existerce, Such 
a reign ot terror beats anything hereto- 
fore instituted by capitalistic groed. 

And all this coercivo intolerance has 
been put forward in the name of labor, 
when it has nathing to do with the canso 
of Jabor, nothing to do with the conflict 
against capital, but only a petty despot- 
ism institutod by ecabs on the outside 
against scabs on the inside. Looked at 
from any stand-poiut, whether they win 
or whether they lose, they are only rink- 
ing docper and deeper in the slough of 
usury, And since to gain a strike the 
strikers must coerce those who would 
take their placos, every striker isan in- 
cipieatdynamiter. At first, n striko de- 
rangestho cconomy of the community. 
And it is only a question of time when 
a sudden strike will be forbidden, ora 
sudden discharge of men be prohibited. 
And all intimidation of mon in working 
will not be sanctioned, and the enuso 
espousing such methods will greatly 
lose thereby. 

What is the philosophy for the use 
St force? To be defonsible in its use, one 
must clearly prove its necessity us a case 
of last resort. Then it must be shown 
to be defensive. Tliird, your antago. 
nist must understaud the consequences 
of his aggressive attitude, This consti- 
tutes the natural ground and right of 
belligerency. After force bas withstood 
force, it has acvomplished all it can do, 
then must be begun the constructive 
work whero it left off. It is always a 
pencefal solution. 

How isit now with our “revolution- 
ist?“ Do such precautions usually ace 
company his propaganda? ‘Those 
wia might properly use forces rarely 
have occasion to do so. How can the 
revolutionist make ont a case of bel- 
ligereney against tho stato when he votes 
for it? How can he inveigh against a 
forced usury system bofore he bas, in the 
business world, renounced his allegiance 
ojt? 

' Now Jam not hore criticising the fact 
that force is and will bo indiscriminat- 
ingly used, I know that ignorance and 
irresponsible power, coming in contact, 
will produce a social cyelono, Lonly 
criticise the utittude of those- reformers 
who make cyclones the stock in trado in 
their propaganda. In Now York und 
Chicago they have their organs. And it 
is noticeable that their ideas of economic 
administration. when in power, are per- 
fectly compatible with thoir exercise of 
violence while out.
